‘The Farce is written with more care than most things 
of the sort, and would we are sure read well, the puns are not nome- 
rous, but better than we are accustomed to meet with. With some 
curtailment we think the Farce likely to have a run ; the other enter- 
tainments of the evening were the Comedy of Married and Single, 
and the Drama of The Force of Nature, which preceded the Farce, 
The Happiest Day of My Life succeeded, but did not commence until 
past midnight.—The house was well attended.
